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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This communication is in response to the application filed 01 February 2001. Claims 1-23 
are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-9, drawn to quoting an insurance product, classified in class 705, 
subclass 4. 

II. Claims 10-15, 19-21, and 22-23, drawn to runtime processing, classified in class 
719, subclass 331. 

III. Claims 16-18, drawn to graphical user interfaces, classified in class 345, subclass 
644. 

3. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in 
a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, Invention I has separate utility such as writing insurance 
policies, and Invention II has separate utility such as processing data wherein functions contained 
within one or more executable code libraries are called as needed at runtime by one or more 
application programs, and Invention HI has separate utility such as processing data wherein 
principle operations are performed on data arranged in rows and columns, including 
transforming functions arranged in rows and columns. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 
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4. Claims 5-6 link inventions I and II; claim 9 links inventions I and III. The restriction 
requirement between the linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), 
claims 5-6, 9. Upon the allowance of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the 
linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise including all 
the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will be entitled to examination in the instant 
application. Applicant(s) are advised that if any such claim(s) depending from or including all 
the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) is/are presented in a continuation or divisional 
application, the claims of the continuation or divisional application may be subject to provisional 
statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant 
application.
